1. After the usual amenities, the following points sere covered i 

a. KAISER— CARBO had discussed the case with Henard. The latter 
was not fanlliar witfr the precise provisions of procedure involved in a 
possible quashing of the oase, bed asked Udell itio a g reed with GARBO 
that it was too late to quash the ease* Possible grounds for quashing vet 

1* lack of evidence* But there is no lack here* The letter 
which Kaiser wrote is all too clear* 

2. Extenuating circumstances. There are sttoh here* But examination 

shows these can be shewn only if the oase 
is tried, not if it is quashed* They 
are not really grounds fbr flushing, 
therefore, to use that, Kaiser would have 
to ap jear in court, etc. 

3. A fix. But too many people know about the case, too much 
has been put on paper, too many fbrual actions have been 
taken to fix it at this stage of the game* If It could 
have been fixed, it would have been fixed by now. 

Henar d and Udell thus agree Kaiser should appear iqfcr notify the 
court soonest and use the defenses which are swtattdm avai l able. Hnard 
agreed C ADROIT should be connected openly a s little as possi b le with the 
defense. He knew of no better lawyer than Tar sin. It was therefore 
$entailvely agreed with QAKBO that lersln would be Ataun* ±mmfcc retailed 
as earlier discussed, but GARBO should not approach him mtil given 
further word. Tersln will be traced. 

H b. CARBO confirmed C ZJi understanding re the Weidner ease 
that there Is no one named *%idrei In tbs CA DROIT staff. He ^111 check 
for any other sort of CADftOH connect ion. 

o. Pepin give CARBO the Stars and Stripes article re the Ttgliche 
Rundschau to GARBO for check as to whether GADR0IT was the source of dll 
of the statistics therein, and whether there Is spy more Info available.

d. Re Vogel, CARBO had discussed with Henard the plan whereby she 
would be called in to CADROIT ty a letter written by CARBC/ffela end 
then referred to CAIOSfO. Henard had spoken with H*ls, who Informed 
him there was little chance that she would be s«t to CAIGIHO, that 
her importance to the SPS la confined to the Berliner Ensemble, a low 
priority affair. Pursuant to discussion it tji H«nard, therefore, 

GARBO will take no further action In the case.
